When Jesus 
saw their faith, he said unto the 
sick of the palsy, Son, thy sins be 
forgiven thee. But there were cer- 
tain of the scribes sitting there, 
and reasoning in their hearts, Why 
doth this man thus speak blasphe- 
mies? who can forgive sins but 
God only? And immediately when 
Jesus perceived in his spirit that 
they so reasoned within them- 
selves, he said unto them, Why 
reason ye these things in your 
hearts? Whether is it easier to 
say to the sick of the palsy, Thy 
sins be forgiven thee; or to say, 
Arise, and take up thy bed, and 
walk? But that ye may know 
that the Son of man hath power 
on earth to forgive sins, (he saith 
to the sick of the palsy,) I say 
unto thee, Arise, and take up thy

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house. And immediately he arose, 
took up the bed, and went forth 
before them all; insomuch that 
they were all amazed, and glori- 
fied God, saying, We never saw it 
on this fashion.”—-Mark 2:1-12. 

There are eight things I have 
to say, if I have time, about help- 
ing Jesus get a man saved. 

Advertising for Jesus 

The first thing I call your at- 
tention to is that it was noised 
abroad everywhere that Jesus was 
in the house. Jesus “entered into 
Capernaum after some davs; and 
it was noised that he was in the 
house.,”’ I am for advertising 
Jesus, and that is the first thing 
they did. Somebody says, “I don’t 
like a big stew.” Ido. The bigger 
the stew you Can have in this town 


for Jesus, the better I am going 
to like it. “It was noised that-he 
was in the house.” Everybody 


went about saying, ‘Say, you ought 
to hear Jesus! He is up there at 
a man’s house now. If you will 
hurry you may be able to get in 
the front yard.’ And it was noised 
everywhere that Jesus was in the 
town. 

I am for paid advertising. 
far handbills, But whether 


lam 
or no, 


we must get the word out that 
Jesus is in town. We ought to say, 
“We are going to spread the news, 
we are going to get the crowds; we 
are going to tell it everywhere.” 
Listen! You can help get the word 
out and help get people to Jesus. 
Anywhere Christians get lost peo- 
ple out to hear the gospel, a lot of 
them get saved. By God's grace, 
we can get them. You can do it! 
You can get your friends and 
neighbors. Have them over to 
your house for supper, then say, 
“We are all going to hear Dr. Rice 
preach and Dr. Clarke sing; we 
are going to have another revival.” 
Let us noise it abroad that Jesus 
is in the house. 
Will you help me? Do you see 
that is right? Listen, aren’t“you 
a little ashamed, you Old seat- 
warmers Who come down here, you 
long-time-attenders at the mission 
aren't you ashamed that there 
are other people who have 
heard the gospel here at the mis- 
sion? Why don’t you get them 
in? I know you would much 
rather I talked on the tabernacle 
and the priesthood and the mark

I do not mind when great crowds 
go to football games. When I 
played football they came to see 
me play, too. I do not mind if 
great crowds go to basketball 
games. I am not wanting to say 
mean things about people. But I 
am a little jealous for Jesus. Do 
not God’s people care as much as 
the Devils people care? Why do 
we mot get out and get a crowd? 
There is a big crowd out here ata 
ball game. Sure there is! Some- 
body spent $3,000 advertising in 
the newspapers, On the radio, etc. 
Somebody worked for a crowd. 
Why don’t you work for one for 


Jesus? Let us get the crowds! 
Do you want to honor God? 
Fine. We wish we could give lots 


of money for missionary work. 
But God is not so much interested 
in Our money. He is not broke. 
Of course we ought to give our 
money because we owe it to God 
and because it is a token of love, 
but that is not even first. That is 
away down the line—far from the 
first thing God wants out of us. 
He wants us first of all to help 
Him get the gospel to sinners. 
Let us get a crowd for Jesus. You 
are not going to please God as 
long as you have here a little hand- 
ful of people and as long as the 
world is getting the crowds. If the 
world can get people, we can get 
them, too. Let us spend enough 
money to get them; let us work 
hard enough to get them; let us 
advertise enough to get them; let 
us have the power of God on us 
enough to get them. They had a 
crowd in a man’s house at Caper- 
naum when Jesus was there. Great 
crowds came. 

Jesus Preached the Word 

of God 

I want you to notice another 
thing: “And straightway many 
were gathered together, insomuch 
that there was no room to receive 
them, no, not soO.much as about the 


door: and he preached the word 
unto them.” Jesus preached the 
Word. That certainly is a com- 
fort. If Jesus had said, “I am go- 


ing to talk with the tongues of 
angels today; I am going to tell 
you something nobody else can 
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ever tell you,” I would be dis- 
couraged. Brother Clarke, if that 
were true, we had as well take 
down our sign. We cannot tell 
any mysteries; we do not know 
any. We cannot tell people what 
is going on in Heaven. We con- 
not tell some new revelation; we 
do not have it. But Jesus just 
preached the Word; and, praise the 
Lord, I can do that! 

I have the same gospel that 
Jesus Christ preached, If he stood 
up here to preach, I would surely 
take a seat. I think I would say, 
“Jesus, if you do not mind, I will 
sit right here on the step to the 


platform—as close to You as I 
can get--and look up in Your 
face.”” But do you know what He 


would do? He would open the 
Bible and read some Scriptures or 
quote some Scriptures and preach 
the Word! It is wenderful to walk 
along in Jesus’ footsteps and know 
that I have the same gospel to 
preach that He had. One who is 
converted under my preaching is 
as much converted as if he were 
converted under Jesus’ preaching. 
He will get to Heaven just the 
same. It is going to be wonderful 
when I get to Heaven. Jesus will 
say, “Here are some of My con- 
verts.” John the Baptist will say, 
“Here are some of mine.” And I 
will say, “Here are some of mine.” 
Of course the Lord does it all, but 
I preach the gospel and Jesus 
preached the gospel and John the 
Baptist preached the gospel. Jesus 
“preached the world unto them.” 
Wonder-working, miracle-working 
Word of God! Let us bring the 
folks and preach the Word to 
them. 


Hard, Co-operative Work Is 
Required 

“And they came unto him, bring- 
ing one sick of the palsy, which 
was borne of four.” They not only 
noised it abroad that Jesus was in 
the house, but they also brought 
this man to Him. They got to- 
gether and worked at it. They co- 
operated with Jesus. Pleasing God 
involves work. I do not believe in 
any kind of Christianity, that does 
not involve work. A man is nota 
good Christian who does not work. 
Laziness is a sin. Laziness is a 
wicked sin! You can not be a 
good Christian without being a 
good workman. My Uncle George 
told me how a man came to ask 
him for work. He got out of a 
buggy and stood by and let Uncle 
George take out his horse. He did 
not unhook a tug, did not take a 
line out or anything else. Uncle 
George told him, “No, I do not 
need a man who stands here while 
I take out my own horse.” Of 
course he was not getting paid for 
it, but there is something wrong 
with the man who will not work. 

What ig Christianity to you? 
Is it sitting on a nice seat? Is it 
putting a quarter in a collection 
plate ? Is it singing songs? 
Phooey on that! The Pharisees 
had all of that. What is Christian- 
ity? This is a good example of 
it. These men said, ‘Here is a man 
Who is an old sinner. He is sick 
with the palsy and the doctors can- 
not do anything for him. If we 
could just get him to Jesus He 
could heal him and save him. Let’s 


take him, boys. What do you 
say ?’ 

I imagine one of them said, “I 
can’t carry him.” 

Another said, “I can’t either, 


but let’s both try.” 

“Well, he is a little heavy for 
two of us; let’s get our neighbor 
Jones ovér here.” They got four 
men together, picked him up and 
carried him to Jesus. 

“Well, now isn’t that a little ex- 
treme?” you ask. People talk 
about fanaticism, but what do you 
think of taking a sick man down 
the middle of the street? Some- 
one inquired, “Where are you go- 
ing, boys?” 

“We're taking. this man to see 
Jesus.” 

“My goodness! He will take his 
death of cold out here. You ought 
to leave him alone! Don't you 
suppose he has fever?” 

“Well, we are going to take him 
to Jesus and get him fixed up.” 
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i Do you:know what we ought to 
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do? We should say, “No matter 
what it costs, I am going to get 
people to Jesus.” 

One thing .about union revival 
campaigns is that God's people get 
together. You will never have 
much revival until you get union 
in it, because until God’s people 
can get together with each other 
they cannot get along with God 
very much. Until you Baptists get 
off your high horse and get to 
where you can work with a Pres- 
byterian to keep some sinner out 
of Hell, you will never have the 
great revival you seek. One Of the 
beautiful things about getting to- 
gether people of Christian churches 
—the Methodists, Baptists, Pres- 
byterians, Christian ~ Missionary 
Alliance, Pentecostals, Reformed 
and the Evangelicals—is that four 
can carry a man when one cannot. 
All the groups of church people 
can bring influence to bear on a 
city that no one church can bring. 
It is wonderful to get people to- 
gether for God. I am for coopera- 
tion in soul-winning. 

A man down in Kentucky spent 
word, “Tell Brother Rice that he- 
ing as good a Baptist as he is, I do 
not see how he can have union re- 
vival campaigns with all these dif- 
ferent churches.” 

I sent word to that old hide- 
bound Baptist that I love sinners 
so much and love the Lord so much 
that I am not. specially interested 
in whether a man calls himself 
Baptist or Methodist or anything 
else—just so he will help me get 
somebody to Jesus. 

Four people can get somebody 
to Jesus when one cannot. If you 
who have unsaved friends will de- 
termine to work together at this, 
if you will make up your mind that 


you are going to cooperate with 
Jesus in soul-winning, then you 
can get them to the Lord. This 


man would never have gotten heal- 
ed of the palsy, would never have 
had his sins forgiven if he had 
stayed at home, if he had never 
seen Jesus, never heard 
never repented of his sins. 


Jesus, 
But in- 


terested friends brought him to 
Jesus. 
These days people say, “You 


can't get lost peopie to come to 
church.” You can if you carry 
them! “Well, sinners just will not 
come to hear the gospel,” some- 
body else says. Did you know that 
the Lord never told people to come 
to church and hear the gospel? 
Where in the Bible does it say that 
lost sinners are to go to a church 
and listen to the gospel? 
chapter and verse where the 
Scripture says, “All you sinners 
go down to a church and sit there 
while they sing, ‘Holy, Holy, Holy’ 
and ‘Gloria Patri’ and stand at the 
right time and sit down at the 
right time.” Come on; tell me 
where the Scripture is that savs, 
“All you sinners go down to the 
church.” No, no! The Scripture 
does not say anything like that. 
Jesus did not say, “You sinners 
come in here and force yourselves 
on the Christians and make them 
tell you how to be saved.” ‘That is 
not the way. 

The Lord says, ‘You Christians 
go get the sinners. Go out in the 
highways and hedges ang compel 
them to come in that My house 
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may be filled.’ You need not blame 
lost people for being lost. They 


are dead in trespasses and sins. 


When a doctor goes to see a sicx 
man, does he say, “You old sinner! 
Why did you get sick?” No! He 
is sick, isn’t he? Maybe he ought 
not to be sick, but he is, and is 
about to die. A Christian ought to 
go and get lost people. We have a 
Saviour; we know about Him. 
They do not. The Bible plan is 
that Christians are to go into 
every nation and preach the gospel 
anqd make disciples and compel 
people to come in. 


These four got together and car- 
ried this man to Jesus. But I can 
imagine everybody laughed at 
them and asked, “Where are you 
going, boys?” 

“We are taking this to 
Jesus,” they replied. 

“Well, what good will that do

Many Christians Are in the 
Way of Sinners 

I want you to notice the next 
thing about these people.

There were some who did 
help. What did they do? They 
went to hear the preaching. What 


did they do? ‘They sat on the 
seats. What did they do? They 
made up part of the crowd. One 


of the sad things about a revival 
is that so many never win a soul. 
Do you know why we do not have 
revivals? We have so much insu- 
lation. So many people gather 
around the gospe] that they shut 


out the light from others, 


We were having trouble with the 
furnace at Sword of the Lord 
Publishing Company. The tubes 
of the boiler were lined with soot 
and some of them filled up com- 
pletely. The men had to take iron 
rods and dig them out. What little 
fire that got through could just 
barely heat up the soot. It could 
not heat the tubes and make the 
water boil. We could never get up 
any steam because there was so 
much between the fire and the 
water. And we have so many of 
you hangers-on, you seat-warmers, 
you church-going people; we have 
so much dead timber between the 
frre and the water that we cannot 
get up any steam. 


It ought to’be easy to get this 
man to Jesus. Yes, it would be if 
there were not sO many people 
around, You say, “It seems as 
though that would make it easy.” 
No, no; it makes it harder. If 
there were just ‘ten Christians in 
Evansville, all good Christians, all 
on fire for God, we could have a 
greater revival than we can by 
having all this crowd that hangs 
around the mission. You say, “It 
is feeding time. There is a big 
preacher down there. It is cheaper 
than going to a show, too; let’s go 
down and have a good time.” What 
you need is more diet around here, 
a reducing diet. You need to have 
more. greens instead of so much 
meat, spiritually speaking!

porch. They said, ‘We are sorry, 
gentlemen; this poor man is sick 
with the palsy. He is nearly gone. 
The doctors cannot do anything 
for him. We must get him to 
Jesus. Make way, please.’ 


They said, ‘Leave us alone: we 
are trying to hear Jesus.’ They 
would not make room for them, 
so the men could not get him up 
on the front porch and through the 
front door! 


This is not in the Scripture, but 
I imagine they said, “‘Let’s get him 
in the back way, boys.” But they 
found the kitchen so full of people 
that they could not get in the back 
door. There was no way at all to 
get this sick man to Jesus. 

One of them may have said “I 
do not care—we have carried him 
a long ways and I am going to get 
him in there anyhow.” Listen! I 
wonder if you are keeping people 
from Jesus. How can you do 
that? By just sitting and enjoy- 
ing the meeting. How can you do 
that? Just by going ahead and 
living your own life and saying, 
by implication, “To Hell with all 
the sinners.” Are you keeping 
people from being saved ? 


It Costs Something, Takes 
Extreme Measures to 
Get People Saved 

I want you to notice the next 
point. Here is a wonderful thing:

They 
were good fishermen and were 
selling their fish up at Capernaum, 
Decapolis and all around the Sea 
of Galilee. They were making 
plenty of money. Jesus saw them 
and said, “Come, follow me.” 

They said, “All right. Let these 
ships and nets go. Let them go!” 

Jesus said, “Don’t worry. You 
will catch men and that is better 
than catching fish.” And they laid 
their nets aside. 

Then Jesus saw James and John. 
They were good fishermen. They 
worked with their father, Zebedee, 
and were making good money. 
Jesus said, “Follow me.” They 
said, “Good-by, Dad. Good-by old 
sHip and fish!”” The Lord certainly 
broke up a nice and happy business 
there to make some preachers, 
didn’t He?

He 
wrote the book of Matthew. If 
you are going to have a revival you 
are going to have to break up some 
roofs. Jesus broke up a lot of 
things. 

One time He was over across the 
Sea of Galilee and there was a 
man over there who had a whole 
army of devils in him, a legéon of 
devils. Many times they had 
bound him with chains. He could 
not be kept in an insane asylum. 
He would break the door down or 
knock the side of the wall out and 
get away. He could not be kept 
in jail. Chains could not be kept 
on him. He would break them. 
He had so many devils in him that 
he had super-human _§ strength. 
Jesus came along and spoke to the 
devils. He said, “What 
name ?” 

The devils inside him said, “Our 
name is legion. We know who 
You are. You are the Holy One 
of God. Aré You come to torment 
us before the time? We know 
that all of us fallen spirits and 
devils have got to be punished in 
Hell, but have You come to tor- 
ment us before the time?

Yes, that is right. Any time 
you have a great revival, some- 


body has to lose friends, somebody 
has to hurt somebody else’s feel- 
ings; somebody has to break up a 
roof. Has anybody here ever 
really broken up any roofs to get 
people saved? If you ever get to 
where you mean business, you can 
get people saved. 

Just this week I had a letter 
from Dayton, Ohio. A woman 
wrote to say, “I came back to God 
in your meeting in Dayton. The 
Lord is with me every day. But 
how is my husband ever going to 
do without God? He never goes 
to church, so God has appointed 
me to be his preacher. I get the 
Bible and follow him from room 
to room and read the Bible to him. 
At first he got mad and it seemed 
that it did not do any good, but I 
believe the light is beginninz to 
break. Now he stops and listens 
and asks questions.” She is go- 
ing after her husband, and she will 
get him. 

Somebody says, “But it looks as 
if that would drive him away.” 
Not if she has a broken heart. 
And if you really mean business 
you can win souls. If you are 
willing to lose your friends or lose 
your business, you can do it. I 
leave my wife and my children. I 
leave friends that are dear. I am 
a stranger, an offscouring of the 


earth, Everybody can _ slander 
evangelists, you know. Everybody 
can run them down. All of us 


evangelists are in the business for 
money—haven’t you heard? Yes, 
we are a bunch of racketeers. I 
give up my reputation, my family, 
my comfort in order to win souls. 
And you are never going to be 
much of a soul winner until you 
get to breaking up roofs, breaking 
up businesses, losing some friends 
for Jesus and being a fanatic and 
a fool. Then you can get some- 
body saved. If you ever have a 
real revival, you are going to have 
to break up some roofs. These 
people broke up a roof, 

Aren't you glad they got the 
man to Jesus? It cost something. 
It was rather fanatical. But you 
are going to have to be fanatical 
if you do anything for God. It will 


not matter about a roof or a few 
tiles you will have to put back on 
if you really ever make up your 
mind to get somebody saved. 

I was in revival. services in 
Amarillo, Texas, years ago in a 
little Baptist church. A carpenter, 
a contractor, got converted. He 
was building two houses and had 
two big crews of men, We were 


having morning services at _ ten 
o'clock. Do you know what he 
did? He went around to these 


houses and said to all those car- 
penters, plumbers, and painters, 
“Boys, we are having a meeting 
down at the church.” Then he 
said some good things about the 
preacher and said, “I want you to 
hear him. I will tel] you what we 
will do. Nobody will work on my 
job here from ten to eleven o'clock. 
We are all going down to the 
church on my time.” 

One man said, “I do not care to 
go to church. Ill stay here and 
work.” 

“Ne,” the converted man said, 
“nobody is going to work on my 
job while the preacher ‘is down 
here in my churgh trying to have 
a revival. We are all going down 
there.” So they came in their 
overalls, and some of them got 
converted. The man’s son-in-law 
and several of his old tough car- 
penters got converted. You know, 
if you really break up a business 
or break up a roof or bust up a 


reputation—if you really go to 
breaking up things for Jesus 
you can have a revival. So they 


broke up the roof and let the man 
down. 


Just Get Sinners to-Jesus:

Next, I want you to get a picture 
of Jesus. I1 suppose He felt bad 
that they interrupted His sermon. 
No. No! 1 wish somebody would

Oh, my soul, 
if when I open the Book and read 
the realities of sin and salvation 
and Hell and Heaven and etern- 
ity, I could not find the assurance 


God does 


that whatever He does will ‘be 
right—I would go crazy! I could 
not stand it! I am an intense 


person, * I either believe some- 
thing or I do not believe it., If I 
were going to rob a bank, I would 
I would riot’ play 
peanuts! I believe things. I 
would rather be wrong about some 
things, and yet have some convic- 
tions, than to be afraid to believe 
anything for fear I would go 
wrong. I am intense about this 
matter that I am going to preach 
to you about, and it is very close 
to my heart. 

God will do right. Some peo- 
ple do not think He will. Some 
people do not think He does right. 
People do not think they can trust 
God. People still think God is 
going to put something over on 
them. But the God of this Bible 
will do right! 


People to Hell 

Tonight I want to suggest, first 
of all, that the God of the Bible, 
the God of this Blessed Book, does 
not want to send anybody to an 
eternal Hell. If God has to send 
you to Hell, my brother, He does 
not want to. God does not want 
to send people to Hell. 

I look in the pages of the Bible 
and read a blessed word: “God 
sent not his Son into the world to 
condemn the world: but that the 


world through him might be 
saved” (John 3:17). 1 open the 
Bible and read where God says 


He would have all men to be 
saved. I look in the Bible and 
read where God says to His pro- 
phets, ‘Go out there and tell them, 
As I live, I have no pleasure in 
the death of the wicked; but that 


the wicked turn from his way, 


and. live: turn ye, turn ye, from 
your evil ways; for why will ye 
die?’ (Ezek. 33:11). I open the 
Bible-and read, “The Lord is not 
slack. concef~pine his promise,» as 
some nién™ cOunt slackness, buf is 
long suffering to us-ward, not 
willing that any should perish, 
but that all should come to re- 
pentance” (II Pet. 3:9). 

Goes does not want to send 
any person to Hell. If Adolf Hit- 
ler is dead now, and in Hell now, 
God did not want to send him there. 
If Benito Mussolini is in Hell now, 
God did not want to send him 


to Hell. If that monster here in 
Chicago who dismembered the 
body of that little six-year-old 


girl dies and goes to Hell, he 
will go in spite of the fact that 
God does not want to send him 
to Hell. God does not want peo- 
ple to go to Hell. Thank God! He 
wants to save! 

I could not feature a God who 
would take delight in seeing a 
man in.Hell, could you? If you 
can prove to me that this Bible 
says God takes pleasure in seeing 
people. burn forever in the flames 
of Hell. I will never preach an- 
other sermon. I tell you, God is 
going to do right. If. you are 
going to Hell, He will. send you 
there. He won’t want to. He will 
do it because He has to. He will 
do it because He cannot rightly 
do anything else. But He will 
never do it-because He wants to. 

People Go to Hell for Their 

Own Sins Only 

I thank God for another: thing: 
if you go to Hell, you will have 
to go there not to pay for my 
Sins, not to pay for somebody 
elses’ sins, but to pay for your 
own sins. You do not have to 
pay for.mine. As I go up and 
down this 'ind I hear a lot about, 
“I would be a Christian if it were 
not for the hypocrites in_ the 
church.” I never saw a hypo- 
crite in my life. Did you? You may 
Say, “Yes.” But, if so, how do you 
know’ whether he is a hypocrite? 
You do not know, do you? The 
Lord can look at you and say. you 
are a hypocrite, but I cannot. I 
do not know, but I am of the 
opivion that there are mighty few 
hypocrites in our churches, There 


are a lot of deceived people; there 
are a lot of weak people, such as 
myself; but I do not know about 
the hypocrites. All up and down 
the country people tell me about 
the hypocrites in the church. And 
I remind you tonight that if God 
sends you to Hell, He will not 
send you to pay for their sins; 
you will have to pay for your own 
sins. That is the only way it 
could be fair and square, isn’t it? 
It you go to Hell, brother, it will 
not be to pay for Dad's sins. It 
will not be to pay for Mother's 
Sins. It will not be to pay for 
the preacher's sins. It will just 
be to pay for your sins. 


You say, “Brother preacher, do 
you have any Scripture for that?” 

Ezekiel 18:4 says, ‘The soul that 
Sineth, it shall die.” God is not 
going to punish you for my sins. 
God is not going to punish your 
next-door neighbor for your sins. 
God is not going to send you~ to 
Hell to pay for the other fellow’s 
sins. If you go to Hell, you will 
go there to: pay for your sins. 
That is fair and square and it 
could not be any other way. Do 
you mean to tell me that I would 
have to go to Hell because of 
some sin of my dad’s? Not at all! 


..Do you _mearn to tell me I would 


have to go to Hell because of some 
sin of somebody else's. Not at all! 
If you wind up in Hell; if God shuts 
the door of Heaven and sends you 
to Hell, remember this: He will 
send you to Hell to punish you 
for your sins, not the sins of 
somebody else. God is going to 
do right! 

Nobody Goes to Hell Whom 

God Can Rightly Keep Out 

In the third place, (and this is 
kind of shouting ground for me!) 
you are not going to go to Hell if 
God can keep you out. You know, 


I believe in Hell. Many do not 
know whether there is fire in 
Hell. Maybe you do. The Bible 
Says, ‘Fire, fire, fire, fire.” 


You say, “Well, maybe that is 
symbolic.” I do not know. But 
I do know this: if language means 
anything, if the Bible is not a 
maze of mysteries that nobody is 
expected to understand, if in the 
Word God is revealing His will 
and not concealing it, then I know 
there is a place called Hell where 
men. will pay for their sins. I 
thank God that there is nobody 
down there now whom God did not 
try to keep out. And I thank 
God that nobody will ever hear me 
preach and then go on to Hell, 
whom God does not try to keep 
out. Thank God, nobody will go 
to Hell whom God can keep out! 
And God Almighty has done ev- 
erything that He can do. He can- 
not do any more to keep people 
out of Hell. He just cannot do it. 


Now, this Hell business is seri- 
ous to me. I do not know much 
about it: I am not much of a 
scholar. But the Bible teaches 
the awful reality of Hell. I be- 
lieve it: not because I want to, 
but because I have to. It is in 
the Bible. I have to ‘take it. And 
brother, I would go crazy if I 
couldn't come to this Book and see 
on its pages, from the beginning, 
the record, the plan and the ele- 
ments of the truth, that God has 
done everything He can do to 


keep everybody from going to 
Hell. There is nobody ir Hell 
because he had to go Not one! 


to go. Old Cain did not go to 
Hell because he had to go. No 
man ever will go to Hell because 
he has to go. He will go to Hell 
in spite of the fact that God has 
done everything He can to keep 
sinners out of Hell. 


Theoretically, there are just 
two possible ways a man can keep 
out of Hell. One is to deserve to 
keep out of Hell. The other is to 
have somebody else make it possi- 
ble for him to keep out of Hell. 
In order to deserve not to go to 
Hell, a man would have to be 
perfect. A man would have to 
keep the whole law of God and 
keep it wholly. He weuld have to 
love God with all his heart, with 
all his soul, with all his mind, with 
all his spirit, and love his neigh- 
bor as himself. That leaves us 
out. Nobody has ever kept God's 
whole law, and nobody ever will, 
except Jesus Christ. So we might 
as well not waste our time talking 


Nobody is in Hell because he had 


about that way. 

God Almighty planned a way to 
save everybody. Reverently I 
saw it: back yonder, before the 
foundation of the world, God was 
sitting up in Glory one day. He 


Said, ‘Now, there is Rolfe Bar- 
nard. He will be born down in 
Alabama in the year so-and-so. 


He will be born of a sinful father. 
He will have a sinful nature. Then 
he will get out and deliberately 
choose to do wrong. He will go 
back to sin instead of righteous- 


ness, and he will have three 
strikes on him Yefore he _ gets 
started.

He had to find 
a way to save me, and brother, it 
worked for me. It will work for 
you, anc it will work with every- 
body else. Listen: God found a 
way to fix it so everybody could 
get saved, so nobody need go to 
hell. He fixed it up by 
His Son to die. If you go to Hell, 
it will be in spite of the fact that 
God is going

The Torment in Hell Will Be 
Exactly as Deserved 

The fourth thing I mention to- 
night is this: God is going to do 
right, beloved, and if you die and 
go to Hell, God is going to treat 
you right down there in Hell. No 
two Christians will get the same 
reward. Some of you folks are 
going to have to wash dishes in 
Glory, sure aS you d» row! If you 
think you can live like the average 
Christian lives today and get by

to keep you out if 


with it, you are wrong, dear 
friend. You are! You are going 
to miss out when the rewards are 
given. And no two sinners in 


Hell will receive the same degree 
of punishment. Bless your dear 
heart, God is not going to punish 
you in Hell one bit more 
than you deserve, He is not 
going to punish you one bit less 
than you deserve. 

Now, if I believed in the Hell 
some preachers preach, I would 
quit the ministry. If I believed 
that there was a place called Hell 
that was full of fire, and of in- 
discriminate measure where people 
died and were sent to Hell and 
suffered just the same degree of 
punishment—a little child, a har- 
dened criminal, or a heathen who 
never heard of Jesus and a man 
reared in the atmosphere of this 
church—why I could not worship 
a God who would be like this! I 
am telling you, if God punishes 
people alike in eternity, He is not 
a good God, much less a just God. 
If He did that He would be a 
monster. The city of Chicago 
would not put up with a bunch of 
judges five minutes who gave a 
chicken thief the same _ punish- 
ment they gave a murderer of an 
innocent woman. Even our own :aw 
forces recognizes the difference in 
the degree of crime and guilt and 
the sentences of punishment. And 
in the Word.of God I am glad to 
find that God is going to do right. 
It you die and go to Hell, you will 
be punished in. proportion to what 
you deserve. 


Hell’s Punishment in Propor- 
tion to Opportunity 

God will have two things to 
guide Him in regard to how hot 
your portion of Hell will be. First, 
you will be punished in Hell pro- 
portion to your opportunity and 
the light you had from God while 
you were here on the earth. Jesus 
illustrated it in preaching to the 
city of Capernaum, that beautiful 
city, that moral city, that religious 
city that would not repent at His 
preaching.

A month or two ago we pub- 
lished in The Sword of the Lord 
an article by Dr. William Pettin- 
gill, “The Evils of Infant Bap- 
tism. We have received a good 
many letters about the article, Of 
course, some of these letters were 
from earnest Christians who be- 
lieve in infant baptism. We love 
and respect every one of them. 
However, I believe my answer to 
a beloved Lutheran pastor will do 
good and I am glad to publish it 
here, 
“February a4, 
“Dear Brother D- 
“l am grateful for your letter of 
February 7, and for its brotherly 
frankness and Christian attitude. 
You certainly were right to write 
me, and I should be grieved if you 
did not take me into your heart on 
any matter where you questioned 
whether I had made a mistake. 
“Concerning Dr. Pettingill’s ar- 
ticle; first let me say that I feel 
sure his great concern is that so 
many people who were baptized as 
infants seem to grow up without 
ever learning to put personal faith 
in Jesus Christ. In literally thou- 
sands of cases I have _ met 
through the years, it seemed to 
me that people trusted in the bap- 
tism they got as infants, and that 
they never themselves personally 
accepted Christ for salvation. 
Hundreds and hundreds of times 
people have indicated to me that 
they had no idea of the new birth, 
and that they did not know Christ 
their personal Saviour. I do 
not say that all who have had in- 
fant baptism are misled by it, but 
I have very strong evidence that 
many have leaned on the rite and 
have never themselves come to 
know and trust Jesus Christ. And 
I think it is tragedy unspeakable 
for anybody to depend upon the 
church, to depend upon baptism, 
to depend upon the confirmation 
rite, or any other outward form or 
ceremony, instead of depending on 
the blood of Jesus Christ, who 
died for our sins, and receiving 
Him as one’s own personal saviour. 
“I Know that that is’ my own 
fear about infant bapfism. My 
own father was sprinkled as an in- 
fant and he grew up in a godly 
home, But he was never convert- 
ed until he was thirty years old, 
a whiskey-drinking, cursing man 
who was depending on the church 
for his salvation, and on the rites 
which made him a member of the 
church officially, though he was

not a member of the body of 
Christ. In my father's case, he 


was definitely sure that the bap-

tism was a snare to him, and he 
came to feel that the only safe 
way was baptism of. people who 
have put their trust in Christ and 
depend upon Him.

Just Get Them to Jesus! 

Those four men did not have 
to change the man. You say, “I 
just can’t do it.”” You do not have 
to.

All you can do is 
get them to Jesus. Jesus will see 
your faith and do the rest. It 
seems awfully easy, doesn’t it? 
They got the fellow on the cot and 
carried him down the street while 
everybody pocked out their 
tongues and laughed at them. 
They tried to get him through the 
crowd but the people. would not 
make room. They tried to get him 
in the back door but eould not. 
Then they climbed up on top of 
the house and broke up the roof.

Great Revivals Will Bring 
Outward Signs, Too 

Here is the last thing, a wonder- 
ful thing: I want to see great re- 
vivals. I-hope you will not mis- 
understand me. I want to see re- 
vivals with the supernatural, mi- 
raculous demonstration of God. I 
want to see people miraculously 
healed in body. I want to see 
some people struck dead again. I 
have seen some of it. If we ever 


have the spiritual revival we 
ought, God will glorify Himself 
with outward signs. -That is not 


first. but that will come along in 
its own way if God's people bring 
the power. 

The man got saved, and Jesus 
said, ‘Now you gainsayers, you 
Pharisees, you infidels—you do not 
believe the man has been forgiven ? 
All right, I will prove it, Son, get 
up, take up your bed, roll up your 
mattress, tie your rope around it, 
put it on your shoulder and walk 
out through this crowd. Go home 
and tell your wife and children. 
Show them whether or not there is 
a God. Show them whether or 
not God answers prayer.’ 

I am for getting people saved. 
That is first. That is most im- 
portant. But if you ever really get 
the power of God, He is going to 
show lots of things: He is going 
to stop the mouths of the ungodly. 


God is going to manifest His glory. 
Let us set out to have the power 


of God. How many of you now 
are thinking of something you 
want to see happen, of somebody 
you want saved, wonderfully saved 
in these eight days? (Hands are 
raised.) All right, let us ask God 
about it now. ' 

PRAYER: Heavenly Father, I 
know I am weak. Dr. Clarke is 
only a man. You have used 
wonderfully Dr. Reveal and Mama 
Reveal, but they are only human 
beings. O Lord, we need Your 
power! .We can be faithful, Lord. 
We can noise it abroad. We can 
carry some palsied people to You. 
Lord, help us to do it. O Lord, send 
these people-——-these people who 
come just to sit on a seat and 
never lift a finger to get a sinner 
saved—send them out to noise it 
abroad that Jesus is here. Bring 
the crowds in. Don't let people 
think, that You used to be at the 
mission, but are.not now. Don’t 
let anybody say, “They used to 
have people converted down 
there.’’ Don’t let them say, “Well, 
when Brother Reveal was young 
they had a lot of people saved, but 
they do not now.” God, You are 
not dead, You are not old, You are 
not worn. Let us get the crowds 
and have the power. Bless us, 
Lord. In Jesus’ name we ask it. 
Amen, 
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OMPLETE to the last detail!

Neve 
mind, the sick fellow will have 
plenty of faith if that gane has 
that much. He must have said, |

interested.’ If you ever get four 
to one after sinners, if vou ever 
get four people weeping over one 
sinner like you ought, you are go- 
ing to get a sinner. There is 
somebody right now for whom you 
are to blame. You have an old 
cold heart; you have never been 
excited about it. You have never 
been concerned about it. So. you 


are to blame. 

A woman in a revival meeting 
testified: “I have been praying for 
my husband for thirty years. He 
is not saved yet, but I hope he will 
be some time.” 

I said, “You had better get in 
earnest about it or your husband is 
going to Hell!” Imagine a woman's 
living with a man thirty years, 
bearing his children, cooking his 


meals, washing his clothes, and 
mever getting excited about his 
soul! God have pity! How can 


you sleep at night when your loved 
ones are unsaved and going to 
Hell? How can you call yourself 
a Christian when you have no 
burden, no concern, no anxiety? 
I should think you would be fran- 
tic about it. I should think you 
could not sleep. I should ‘think 
you would not eat. I should think 
you would fast and pray until God 
Got hold of your loved ones. Some 
of you old seat-warmers, you 
church-goers have loved one un- 
saved. You have never shed a 
tear for them. God have pity on 
you! 

How many of you have some 
unsaved loved ones? (Many raise 
hands). Dr. Reveal, if this crowd 
here gets concerned, we will have 
people saved around here. A re- 
vival will start if this crowd here 
means business. You can have 
some of them here and saved to- 
night. You had better get busy. 
Let us break up some roofs! 

Jesus saw their faith. Don't you 
blame sinners when nobody gets 
saved. The blame is on the church 
people who have no faith. What 
kind of faith? The kind that goes 
after sinners, the kind that carries
